BAD FO R THE HU SBAND. 

His WUf Ohargaa HIaa With Thaft, Conn- 
terCeltlag and Mnrdor.. 

WionrA, Kan., Ibh. tt— Mra EUen

nwde an afBdivit to tha affaet that her bus- 
band, William Wanwr, a house mover, of 
this city, was a murdarsr, eountarfeitar and 
thief.

But there is a 
place in this city where there are scores of 
•nch children even more helpless than h& It 
b the Crippletl Children's hospital on Forty- 
second street. 

They look tnigbt aad happy enough at'flrat 
glance, aa you see them at play in the big 
ball at the top of the building, with itsfonr 
great wide windowed towers. Happy enonght 
Aa they awing high in the air in high backed 
ohalrs suspended from strong ropasor play 
hide aad seek around the pillars, in the 
depths of tlw big windows and behind the 
screens. And they are vary happy and 
bright when, for awhila, th«y forget their 
norrea. and shoot with 
I laughter quite as gleeful as if many at the 
little beuds and orookad backi wars not 
bound up in hideous iron frames. And they 
trudge around the room after a runaway boll 
with as much aeet as tbongh the baiting, 
tedious step aud clanking braoaa did not hold 
ttaeui tiac-k at every turn. 

Harkt What a rumble! Look down to 
the end of tho haU. 'fhere is a great chatter* 
iug going ou, and out from the crowd fly 
half a duMMi tricycles abreast, each manned 
by a girl of ton or thoroubouta. With 
iwiftly wiirL: ; I'lNjt and hands and shining 
eyea thay r<>.i ilnwn the long hull sidu by 
side. Evi(U'i;;iy tln-y are ruiiiiin;^ u nuo. At 
the further uiid Ihcy wheel ninn l ojid roll 
buck agiiin inoru slowly, guimng w'tb dex- 
terity t lii'ir » lii'ub through the acorf w more 
of ndviiiK'iiii; ridora who had foil wed in 
their vniUe.

All is licit i>liiy, howi'ver, much m they 
rnjiiy it, uml pretty sdou sonmiMile fnc(Ml girl 
draws out to the siile, and unfuntening the 
EtruikS that hoM lie'r fcxit iu thu Step, ,sbe 
rnis».s it on her \i\wv und eh.'iles it with hST 
haudii, wliUe h)ie niDiiiis with pain. 

Every utteriio(jn tbu children come up 
hero, anri the piinilyzed mid lamo remove one 
or b<)tb shoes and go through these exercises 
to streugthea their dis<-iu><'d limbs. It is all 
done under tbe eye uf u skillful proffwsor, who 
tempers every exerciwj to tho condition of 
tho little one. Honietimes when ho fa-stens 
tbe straps of tbe tricyc-ie the child utters a 
qniok cry, and oftentimes must be lifted off 
the machine, being too tender to endure the 
excreise for that day. 

There are the bars for pia-alytius at one 
end, where tbe child seats tierself and with 
her hand.s uu tbe uppooite bar works herself 
with a HH'ingiug motion back and fortli. This 
to to try to bring life back into tbe wittiarsd 
mosdss, and after waeka vt ynaUot it soaM> 
times succeeds. 

After play hour comas the hard part of the 
day, when the litUe ones gattier in their 
wards, each in bis or her own little chair, 
and wait for the surgeon to ooma and band- 
age them. Fouro'oiookto their dark boor, 
and it is with fearful faosa and many a si^ 
that they wait the ooiaing of the hooaa 
dootor. 

The aunss go from one to iha other, loossn- 
ing braoss and stn^M and unwrapping band* 
ages, and then with a quick step and bosiaam 
like air, albeit with a kindly touch in his 
skillful flngera, the surgeon oomeadn and 1» 
gins his work. And than there are pallid 
cheeks and lips, c lsached fingers and brave 
struggles to hold baofc the oriss that sssm aa 
if they would ooms out, and there are tears 
and moans from the little ones, whose baby 
hearts cannot understand the sufTeriug they 
have come into. 

WAITI.Nd KiiK HUtAU AND Mll.K. 

After an hour or so tie tinislic s, ttio last 
baiida>;e is fasl<'iie<l, the last hiuee (irmly 
set in place and the last strui) Ihk kled 
flown, and thin tho children move aUbut 
a little while, putting away tho doctor's 
ul<'iisils, picking up the scraiw he has left 
and gettin;^ the pMim ready for thoirevoniiig 
meal. They laki; their chairs again and, 
pl.icing them in a row, one directly behind

The ward h dividod into two sections, with 
a double row o/ tables in each.

They g' i pu ^hiiig their 
liairs ill front of thom, lor but few of the 
little ones could walk w ithout this sup)iort. 

When l.horte were all in places the nurse 
tapiHMl tbe Ik>11 again ua a signal to those in 
t he other s<>etic)ii. Tliero wax ii rush of wheels 
anil a shrill, scraping sound. And then the 
1' 11 tap|N-iI again, and instuntly each tiny 
hand was fulde<i and each heail Ih>wi<<1, and 
in low, reverent voicen tlu-se words sounded 
t liroii;;!i t he room: 

"Our lieuvuuly Father, we thank thee for 
giving to us this food, and we humbly ask 
tlus! to liless our strength to thy servim 
Amen." 

.Villi then there was a rattling uf spoons, 
and ouch i hild fell to eating with as much 
enjoyment as though there were no such 
tilings lui iliMoase and braces and surgeons iu 
the world. When tbu nienl was over and tbe 
dishes removed tho tables pushed back out of 
the way, axd the girls brought oat the band- 
age boxes and proceeded to roll bandages for
